There is no ran t or fustian in the statem ent 
th a t the new spaper press is the m ightiest 
moral pow er in a free country. 
Tho bolts of 
tho original Jovo w ere not so thoroughly re­ 
spected in Greece as Hie thunder of their m od­ 
ern prototype, the London Times, is in E ng­ 
land. 
The new spaper press is not a luxury 
any longer to intelligent people—it is a daily 
and alm ost hourly necessity. 
Most m en had 
as I levo do without their breakfast as w ithout 
the crisp m orning paper which im parts the 
beat possible relish to their coflcc and cakes. 
T hepape:e, scattered abroad every m orning 
and night from a thousand presses in the 
United States, are Hie philosopher’s universal 
solvent—they m ake millions of scattered peo­ 
ple kith and kin, and produce hom ogeneity of 
life. 
The responsibility of Hie press is greater 
than th at of th e pulpit, because it deals with 
a greater variety of interests and touches 
vitally iu m any m ore points. 
It is the g u ar­ 
dian of the public m orality and general wel­ 
fare as is no other institution on the face of 
tile earth. 
The press baa not only tho piivil- 
cge of criticising public men, but is under im­ 
perative obligation to do so. 
There i3 no 
other agency by which entrenched wickedness 
and corruption can be successfully attacked. 
N othing else can give it tho necessary expos­ 
ure W are the people. 
A straightforw ard, 
courageous course iu this particular will sub­ 
ject any journal to the virulent denunciation 
of H e reptiles it stirs up, and bring upon it, 
may be, a selected assortm ent of libel snits. 
Now, a libel snit Is usually Brought against 
a 
new spaper 
by 
a 
m an, 
or 
by 
men, 
who 
have 
no 
sensitiveness 
to 
disturb 
and no reputation ta lase. 
No m an so 
quickly boils over with "in d ig n atio n ” when he 
is called a liar as docs he who knows he is a 
liar- and tho shakiest people naturally like 
least to have violent hands laid upon their 
rotten reputation!. 
We hold to the doctrine 
of the answ erability of a paper for any senti­ 
m ents it may utter to lite real dam age of de­ 
cent people—hut with journals which have a 
nam e and a business to care for, such unw ar­ 
ranted assaults are very rare, and grow ing 
more so each succeeding year. 
A respecta­ 
ble new spaper’s own interests constitute the 
best guaranty Hie public can have against 
causeless m eddling on its part with purely pri­ 
vate afluirs. 
Beyond this lim it there should 
be no restriction ui>on the Investigation and 
publication of Hie truth concerning men who 
ask for votes, fill offices or.exert an influence 
which tends to color the m anagem ent of com ­ 
mon property or legislation. 
The new spaper 
which takes and holds an indo|>eudeut, cau ­ 
tious yet fearless'al'itude tow ards all the un­ 
washed gang of swindlers, leeches and black­ 
guards winch infest the social cheese, will in 
the end be justified by the popular voice no 
less than by its own conscience and pocket.

N ew spaper C riticism . 
There is no rant or fu3tian in the statement 
that the newspaper press is the mightiest 
moral power in a free country. The bolts of 
tho original Jove were not so thoroughly re­ 
spected in Greece as the thunder of their mod­ 
ern prototype, the London Times, Is in Eng­ 
land. The newspaper press is not a luxury 
any longer to intelligent people—it is a daily 
and almost hourly necessity. Most men had 
as lleve do without their breakfast as without 
the crisp morning paper which imparts the 
best possible relish to their coflee and cakes. 
The papéis, scattered abroad every morning 
and night from a thousand presses in the 
United States, are the philosopher’s universal 
solvent—thev make miliious of scattered peo­ 
ple kith and kin, and produce homogeneity of 
life. The responsibility of the press is greater 
than that of the pulpit, because it deals with 
a greater variety of interests and touches 
vitally iu many more poinis. it i3 the guar­ 
dian of the public morality and general wel­ 
fare as 13 no other institution on the face of 
the earth. The press Last not only the privil­ 
ege of criticising public men, but is under im­ 
perative obligation to do so. There is no 
other agency by which entrenched wickedness 
and corruption can be successfully attacked. 
Nothing else can give it the necessary expos­ 
ure before the people. A straightforward, 
courageous course iu this particular will sub­ 
ject any journal to the virulent denunciation 
of tLe reptiles it stirs up, and bring upon it, 
may be, a selected assortment of libel suite. 
Now, a libel suit is usually brought against 
a newspaper by a man, or by men, 
who have no sensitiveness 
to disturb 
and no reputation to lose. 
No man so 
quickly boils over with “ indignation” when he 
is called a liar as does he who knows he is a 
liar- and the shakiest people naturally like 
least to have violent hands laid upon their 
rotten reputations. We hold to the doctrine 
of the answorability of a paper for any senti­ 
ments it may utter to the real damage of de­ 
cent people—but with journals which have a 
name aud a business to care for, such unwar­ 
ranted assaults are very rare, aud growing 
more so each succeeding year. A respecta­ 
ble newspaper's own interests constitute the 
best guaranty the public can have against 
causeless meddling on its part with purely pri­ 
vate aflairs. Beyond this limit there should 
be no restriction upon the investigation and 
publication of the truth concerning men who 
ask for votes, fill offices or.exert an influence 
which tends to color the management of com­ 
mon property or legislation. The newspaper 
which takes and holds an independent, cau­ 
tious yet fearless¡altitude towards all the uu- 
washed gang of swindlers, leeches and black­ 
guards which infest the social cheese, will in 
ilie end be justified by the popular voice no 
less than by Us own conscience aqd pocket.

Whether the President has materially dam­ 
aged himself with the Republican Party by 
his two recent unlucky nominations cr not, 
there can be but one opinion about bis official 
future. lie will worry through the three re­ 
maining years of his term under constant fric­ 
tion. For now are all the possible candidates 
for the office he holds going into training.— 
Every man of them will, so far as possible, de­ 
sire the assistance of the present incumbent. 
Grant may not feel like helping any and can­ 
not help them all; so each individual whose 
aspirations towards the White House be de- 
c'ines to encourage will become his bitter and 
implacable persona] enemy. "Uneasy is the 
head that wears a crown;” power is feared of 
all and is the slave of the vilest and most uu- 
scrupulou s of those it is presumed to overawe. 
Speaker Blaiim is one of those genial gentle­ 
men who knows how to make his geniality a 
political force. If he does not smiiotoo much, 
as Colfax did, he may climb one round higher 
on the ladder than the unfortunate "S. C.” 
was able to do. Mr. Blaine warns to succeed 
Gen. Grant: His nearest and most potent 
rivals are Morton and. Conkling. These two 
Senators were the chief disputants in opposi­ 
tion, in the late row in the Senate about Cush­ 
ing; Morton coming out decidedly ahead.— 
Conkling, who, to the surprise of many of his 
friends iu this state, openly and strongly ad­ 
vocated the confirmation of Cushing, cannot 
but feel that he has uot improved his prospects 
for the Presidential nomination iu 1876 by the 
operation; for it is well understood that the 
Senator from New York has loftier hopes for 
himself tliau can be realized in Congress or 
upon the Bench. Now if Blaine can play the 
New York orator and the Indiana financier ofl 
against cácb other and make them impedi­ 
ments each to the other, it is a very simple 
sum in arithmetic to calculate an increase of 
his own chances.

—Governor Davis, of Minnesota, in his mes­ 
sage takes ground with the Grangers against 
the railroads.

A lbany, Jan. 15, 1874. 
Editor Fee Kir ah:—The vermin which cama 
down upoh Egypt, and tho grasshoppers of 
tho west were not more voracious —if they 
were moi;e numerous—than the crowd of pf- 
fice-scckers who came in on Tuesday, and 
every train 3eems to bring new recruits. Un 
like an array in the field no battles have been 
fonght to decimate the ranks, which are com­ 
pany full and new onos are rapidly forming. 
To-morrow there will come a decree from the 
Clerk’s desk consigning some of them tó trans­ 
portation for one j ear to come. 
Next year 
many of them will reappear. The prospect is 
that the Speaker will make a pretty clean 
sweep of old hangers-on, selecting many new 
and worthy men. This Is as it should be,and 
if he shall succeed in his minor appointments 
as well us lie did witli committees, lie will be 
entitled tó credit for judicious selections. 
I 
had intended to say a word or two about the 
personnel of the Senate, but must first set 
abont the leading men on the Committees of 
the House and Senate a3 announced, on Tues­ 
day evening in the latter branch and yester­ 
day in the House. 
The most popular and "funny” branch of 
the Legislature being the Lower House, ac­ 
counts for so much being written from that 
locality. The Senate is a staid and dignified 
body, and unless some such member as Johu- 
son of Seneca rises to humor the proceedings 
we ofteu wait days and even weeks for a para­ 
graph—aside from solid legislation—that 
would be readable from that body. And 
before I proceed allow me to recur to a sub- 
ject'wbich rumor has brought here. I learn 
that Mr. Brown o[ your county—a member 
last year—was not an available candidate last 
fall on account of his vote on that fatal bond 
and mortgage bill at the lust session. Well, 
Mr. Brown can find some little consolation iu 
he fact that quite a number of old members 
were left home in consequence of their action 
on that bill. 
Philpot of Madison is liero, 
Coggshall of Oneida—the heavy tragedian— 
has been down, and Fiske is looking around 
for au Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, and that’s 
about all that will interest Mr. Brown from 
here, I reckon. You might say to him, how­ 
ever, that the Temperence bill will trouble us 
again probably, and I shall take pleasure in 
ecording the names of those who vote aud 
those who dodge. 
The original committee slate as made up 
by the Speaker was broken by a certain pres­ 
sure and the action of Mr. Prince. 
By virtue of precedent, Mr.Prince was entitled 
to the chairmanship on Ways and Means, but 
from ambitious motives of honor and possibly 
to embarrass the Speaker he declined that 
honor, and asked and received the chairman­ 
ship of the Judiciary Committee. Now, it so 
happened that Mr. Vcdder had been promised 
that position, and Mr. Prince’s action necessi­ 
tated the removal of Mr. Vedder. In addition 
to this 1 learn that the influence of the New 
York Times and that of the Troy Times was 
cast against Mr. Vedder. The slate thus bro 
ken, of course needed to be repaired, and 
what could be; done for Mr. Vedder—was 
done. But he isn’t satisfied, although we find 
him at the head of ‘ Privileges and Elections,” 
and also at the head of "Local and Special 
Laws,” second on "Judiciary” and third on 
Canals.” 
Another breeze sprang up be­ 
tween Eistman and Spencer over the chair­ 
manship of " Cities,” but I think the notion 
entertained by the Speaker of naming a man 
who was not identified with either one of sev­ 
eral factions in New Yoik city was a very- 
sound one. 
Charley Spencer is well cared 
for in being third on "Ways and Means,” third 
on “Judiciary,” aud at the head of the " Mili­ 
tia,” which ought to lm his pride. As a some­ 
what verdant member said to me yesterday, 
“ What did he want ?’’ I told him he was 
probably hankering after the chairmanship of 
the Committee ou “ Expenditures of the Ex­ 
ecutive Department” and “Agriculture.” He 
thought I was fooling him, but I was serious 
—enough to make him think I was in earnest. 
The make-up of the committees is good; is 
an exhibition of more skill than we have seen 
for years by a Speaker. Bennett of the Brook­ 
lyn Times mutters some imprecations because 
he wasn’t put at the head of "Commerce and 
Navigation,” but Bennett is slightly overcome 
with a surfeit of self-importance. Upon look 
ing the whole ground over 1 am of the opinion 
that Gen. Hasted has been surprisingly sue 
cessful. Some of the men who supported him 
most earnestly are not as well token care of 
as 1 suspected they might be. aud a few of 
Mr. Prince’s best’ friends have secured good 
positions; notably Batcheiler, Chairman ot 
Ways and Means. I can say that tue Railroad 
Committee is all railroad—made up for Com 
tnodore Vanderbilt, as sure as my notions are 
accepted as true on other topics. There 
uo such thing as wiping that out. What this 
will result in remains to be seen. And aaoth 
er point I must notice. I never saw a more 
active or complete lobby than has been here 
True, the biggest guns retired early, but the 
lesser ones remarin. 
I would seriously like to know what youn 
Atwood desires again. Snyder of Rensselaer 
has gone to his final resting place, and yet 
Atwood finds it easy to pick up a new mem 
her, for whom he will run a shabby lobby-ma 
chine probably. He may succeed in makin 
men believe he lias influence on the floor— 
but I doubt it. There is too much of this 
clerk-lobby business going on here. 
Strange to relate, "OKI Salt” wa3 not put 
on the Committee on Salt this year, and while 
lie has good secondary places, lie is not chair­ 
man of any committee, which argues that he 
is not considered a Republican or else, while 
half willing to trust, too much doubt prevailed 
in Iii3 case. 
Your members are cared for on committees 
as follows: Snyder is found on "Commerceaud 
Navigation” and on "Federal Relations;” Win 
field is on "Sail” and "Public Lands,” and 
Mr. Aboel is on "Agriculture.” Being a R 
publican Mr. Snyder of coursa is best cared 
for. Your Senator has been fortunate iu se

SENATE. 
Washington, Jan. 15.—The consideration 
of the bill to establish post routes throughout 
the country was resumed. 
Mr. MORRILL of Maine urged that the sei- 
vicc be divested of all express and freight sy:- 
teni3. 
Mr. RAMSEY said only six or seven fetales 
paid the expenditures incurred for transport­ 
ing the mails in them. He informed the gen­ 
tleman from Maine and the gentleman from 
Vermont that their states acre not included 
in that number. 
Mr. MORRILL 3ald his state paid for the 
transportation of its own malls, but tho heavy 
mails which passed through the state for Can­ 
ada made the expenses appear large for the 
Vermont service. 
Pending the discussion tho morning hour 
expired and the Senate resumed consideration 
of the resolution reported by the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. MORTON opened the discussion in an­ 
swer to Sciiurz’s speech of yesterday. 
He 
claimed that our currency was not redundant; 
that comparatively it was much less than 
that of England. IIo opposed any but the 
most gradual contraction. In conclusion he 
argued that the policy of contraction was dis­ 
astrous and ruinous. 
lie would rather see 
the currency Increased a small amount. There 
was a smaller volume of currency to-day com- 
- pared with the wealth and business of the 
country than there was five years ago com­ 
pared with the wealth and business of the 
country at that time. These things were not 
to be whistled down and se'lied by the visions 
of John Stuart Mill. 
Tue system of wages 
and prices in England would no more 
answer in this country than a, map of Europe 
wou'd answer for a map of North America. 
Mr. IIOIVE of AVisconsiu, in accordance 
with the notice given u few days ago, sent to 
tho Clerk’s desk and had read a bill the fitlu 
of which is "A bill to provide for the gradual 
withdrawal from circulation of redeemable 
national notes and the substitution therefor of 
redeemable rational bank notes, to remove 
unjust restrictions upon baúles of issue and 
upon the amount of circulation.” He said he 
thought the country was doing business on a 
scatlold a good way up irom solid ground, 
sustained by statute. Repeal that statute and 
business will tumble down. Ho dal not pro 
pose to disiuV» the volume of currency, but 
steadily appreciate its value. He advocated 
the passage of the bill and expressed the 
opinion that it would be the sifest road to re­ 
turn to specie payment. 
The government 
should maintain strict neutrality between those 
who demand more and those who demand less 
currency. The bill was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 
At four o’clock tiic Senate went into execu­ 
tive session and goo a after alj Juroe.l until to­ 
morrow. 
h o u se. 
Mr. RANDALL, from the Committee on 
Rules, reported a rule vesting the appointment 
and removal of official reporters of the House 
in the Speaker and requiring them to furnish 
Tor publication a statement of petitions filed 
each day. 
After discussion the rule was adopted and 
the Speaker appointed the present corps of 
reporters. 
The House at 2 o'clock went into Committee 
of the Whole, E. II. Roberts in the chair, on 
the naval appropriation bill. 
A long discussion took place on the amend­ 
ment offered last Tuesday by R md ill of Penn­ 
sylvania to punish officers for making outlays 
in excess of appropriations, to which Lough- 
ridge of Iowa offered an amendmentjoxcepting 
cases of sudden emergencies, in which the 
President may authorize in writing such e.x- 
penditnre. 
Mr. IIAAVLEY of Connecticut condemned 
both amendments; the first as being too re­ 
strictive and the second as giving too much 
latitude in a mystic sort of a way,and both as 
being in derogation of the s am 1 piincif le 
that there should le no general legislation in 
appropriation bills. Finally both aineudments 
were rejected by a vote of 71 to 82 and the 
committee rose and reported the bill to the 
House. 
The bill was then passed and the House at 
4:30 adjourned.

The original report of the Com­ 
mittee on the National Finances was then 
taken up aud the resolutions mentioned yester­ 
day voted on seriatim and all adopted, the 
first by a vote of 44 to 9, the second of 43 to 
10, the third unanimously and the fourth by a 
vote of 3G to 18. 
Ttie report from the Committee on Trans­ 
portation was ordered to be printed and made 
the special order for to-morrow morning. 
Grubb of Philadelphia, from the special 
committee to which the proposed amendments 
to the revenue laws was referred, handed in a 
report, which will come np to-morrow. 
Adjourned.

This regiment is so well known to the readers 
of Tho Freeman that it is hardly necessary Tor 
us to say it was composed of some of the 
bravest and best men who ever shouldered a 
musket or commanded a troop. 
They left a 
proud record of their achievements,and many 
a noble comrade on the Held of battle. Though 
they took part in every im portant battle in 
the Army of the Potomac after they entered 
it, they never lost a flag, nor had a man de­ 
sert to the enemy. 
This regiment numbered 
975 able-bodied men when they were mus­ 
tered in at Kingston iii Angust, 1862. 
During 
two years of hard service, 1,025 men were 
sent down to till up the sadly thinned ranks, 
and when they returned in 1865, only 203 
mon remained to be welcomed by their friends 
at home. 
Since their return the organization has bevil 
kept up by annual reunions or gatherings, 
and from far and near would come the com­ 
rades-in-arms Lo have a social chat, and in 
memory light their battles over again. 
Last Wednesday afternoon the reunion of 
1874 took place, and about fifty members of 
tile regiment, assembled from all over Hie 
country to take part in the proceedings. 
At 
the business meeting in Hie afternoon, Col. C. 
D. Westbrook was elected President, and Ma­ 
jor Walter F. Scott of Albany Vice Pres deut; 
Capt. Jam es H. Everett Treasurer, and Wil­ 
bur L. Hale Secret ary. 
Col. Tappen wa? 
unanimously given the honor of Honorary 
President. 
The Executive Cotnraitlee are 
Brevet Major Artnur Thomas,Capt. Ira Swart, 
Dr. James 0 . Vqu noreuburgh, Lieutenant 
Al. Carr and Copt. John B. Krom. 
In the evening an excellent supper was pro­ 
vided by O. Hermauce at bi* rooms, and after 
th e.repast Col. Westbrook presided, and a 
number of toasts were given and responded 
to, while the utmost good feeling and hilarity 
prevailed. 
Col. Westbrook arose and, after a short ad­ 
dress, gave the toast, “The President.” This 
was responded to in soldierly fashion by cheers 
from th J whole assembly, when the second 
•ne given, “ The volunteer soldiers and sailors 
of the late war.” 
A general call was made 
f ir Dr. Van Steenburgh, the regimental sur­ 
geon, and lie responded most happily. 
The 
doctor said bo couldn't make a speech; that 
wasn’t in his line, but if anybody wanted a 
do?* of quinine lie was ready and willing. 
He had little to do with the sailors while in 
the army, unfortunately, or rather fortunately, 
for them.

Tliis regiment is so well known to the readers 
oí The Freeman that it is hardly uecessary for 
us to say it was composed of some of the 
bravest and best men who ever shouldered a 
musket or commanded a troop. 
They left a 
proud record of their achievements,and many 
a noble comrade on the field of battle. Though 
they took part in every Important battle in 
the Army of the Potomac after they entered 
it, they never lost a flag, nor had a man de­ 
sert to the enemy. 
This regiment numbered 
975 able-bodied men when they were mas­ 
tered in at Kingston in August, 1862. 
During 
two years of hard service, 1,025 men were 
sent down to fill up the sadly thinned ranks, 
and when they returned in 1865, only 208 
meu remained to be welcomed by their friends 
at home. 
Since their return the organization has been 
kept up by annual reunions or gatherings, 
aud from far and near would come the com­ 
rades-! n-arms to have a social chat, and in 
memory fight their battles over again. 
Last Wednesday afternoon the reunion of 
1874 took place, and about fifty members of 
tlie regiment, assembled from all over the 
country to lake part in the proceedings. 
At 
the business meeting in the afternoon, Coi. C. 
D. Westbrook was elected President, and Ma­ 
jor Walter F. Scott of Albany Vice President; 
Capt. Jam es H. Everett Treasurer, and Wil­ 
bur L. Hale Secretary. 
Col. Tappen was 
unanimously given the honor of Honorary 
President. 
The Executive Commitiee are 
Brevet Major Arttiur Thomas,Capt. Ira Swart, 
Dr. James 0. Vqn noveuburgh, Lieutenant 
Al. Carr and Capt. John B. Krom. 
In tlie evening an excellent sup’per was pro­ 
vided by O. Hermanee at his rooms, and after 
th e j’epast Col. Westbrook presided, and a 
number of toasts were given aud responded 
to, while the utmost good feeling and hilarity 
prevailed. 
Col. Westbrook arose and, after a short ad­ 
dress, gave the toast, “The President.” This 
was responded to in soldierly fashion by cheers 
from the whole assembly, when the second 
was given, “The volunteer soldiers and sailors 
of the late war.” A general cail was made 
for Dr. Van Steenburgh, the regimental sur­ 
geon, and he responded most happily. 
The 
doctor said he couldn’t make a speech; that 
wasu’L in his line, but if anybody wanted a 
dose of quinine he was ready aud willing, 
lie had little to do with the sailors while in 
the army, unfortunately, or rather fortunately, 
for them. 
He did cut oil one sailor’s leg, but 
that was the extent of his knowledge of sail­ 
ors. 
(Applause.) 
What he did for the sol­ 
diers was not the most pleasant to them, but 
quite good for the speaker so far at least that 
he got well paid for it. 
I did deal out castor 
oil, quinine, etc., you all know, unsparingly, 
and that you are here- -what there is of you— 
is no doubt due to the liberality of ray doses. 
Tlie doctor sat down amidst applause and 
laughter. 
Col. Westbrook arose and spoke of 
the suflerings of the soldiers, and wnat they 
had done to serve their country. 
He closed 
his speech by saying: “ It was the best blood 
oí the country that rallied to the protection 
of the flag—it must have been, for only the 
best blood could stand the doctor’s medicine!” 
Lieutenant Will Norton, after repeated calls, 
then sang a song ca'led Mrs. Magraih, or 
widow Mugraw, or something of tho kind. 
This song brought down the house, for there 
was a twang in the rendering 
that would 
nave f weed a smile on the faces of the chief 
mourners of a funeral procession. 
Another toast was then given, “ The Rank 
and File. 
Though their names are unher­ 
alded with the tidings oí triumph, wo shall 
never forget that their bravery and blood have 
aided in winning tlie garlands of victory that 
encircle the brows of the great leaders.” The 
Chaplain, Rev. Mr. Uopkin3, responden with 
great feeling in a short address, and then Col. 
rappen said lie hada story to tell about bow 
they once made and eat some dufl. 
John 
Trempbour, the caterer, one day said he 
couldn’t find anything to eat, any liver, or 
meat, 57 anything of tlie kind, so the Colonél 
suggested 
that lie make a mess of dud- 
rrempbour acted on the suggestion, and starl- 
1 to get some figs to make tlie duff 
Now 
it seems the Colonel had been in tlie habit of 
eeping a few bottles of first-class whiskey in 
his tent, to tie U3cd a3 medicine on special oc­ 
casions, mid the contents of these bottles had 
diminished so rapidly, he began to “ smell a 
mice.” So he called on the doctor, got four 
loses of tartar emetic, and emptying one of 
the bottles with the exception of a few swal­ 
lows of whiskey, put in the medicine. 
The 
bottle was then replaced andllic Colonel wait­ 
ed patiently for results, but without success 
ip to the time when the caterer started to 
make up the dull.

He got the molasses, but v\as 
picked up bv tho rebs and sent to Andersor.- 
ville. 
One of his captors seeing his canteen, 
asked him for a drink of water. Lee answered, 
patting his canteen, “ There’s no water here, 
Johnny; this is the innocent subject of my cap 
lure.”

Resolved, That in the deaih of Henry Mis­ 
tier, private of Company E, we recognize the 
sufferings which he endured in captivity at 
Andersouvillc.Jihrougli faithful service to his 
country. 
That we also tender to his friends 
our sympathy with them in the loss which they 
have sustained. 
Resolved, That in the death of Eruyn Van 
Keuren we have testimony to his faithful ser­ 
vice throughout ilie war, and communicate 
this testimony to his friends, wiih our sense 
of the loss which they liavo sustained. 
The sentiment, 41 Our Wives and Sweet­ 
hearts,” was then given, und a call made for 
the bachelors. 
Th > name of Capt. Everett 
was heard all over the room, but the Captain 
failed to respond in any other manner than 
by blushing deeply. 
Dr. Van Hocvenburgh 
then 
arose and 
said one night Abram A. Deyo came to 
his house, and told me, 
“ Doctor, if yon 
want to be surgeon of the 120th Regiment you 
can go.” 
This was the first intimation tho 
Doctor had had, and after thinking the matter 
over he went to his wife and told her, asking 
her advice. 
The reply was, 14 If you think it’s 
best to do so it’s all right.” This sensible an­ 
swer of the wife brought out great applause. 
Mr. Uriah Carl then related the circumstance 
of parting with his family, and how bravely 
his wife bore the separation. 
He then spoke 
of the surrender of Lee; “ Ah,’ said the speak­ 
er, 44 it was the happiest moment of my life 
except w!u?n I got married. 
It was a most af­ 
fecting sight. 
Old men rushed to each other’s 
arms, embracing each other, and wept like 
children.” 
(Here some one at the lower end 
the table ceiled to the speaker, 41 What, 
when you got married.” This brought down 
the bouse in peals of laughter.) 
Captain Everett then spoke of the noble 
work done by the women ail over tlie country 
during the war, in the Sanitary Commission 
and Christian Association. 
Ak Carr related 
his experience, liow ho was engaged to a ; 
aud cnlis.ed. 
He informed her, and they got 
married immediately, lived together very hap­ 
pily two days, and then lie weut to the army.

The c ty of Kingston shall be divided 
into two fire drpar.m eat ilisiricta—the 3d, 4th, 5th, 
6th and 7th W ards to com prise the Eastern Fire 
D istrict, and tho 1st, 2d. 8th and 9th W ards to com­ 
prise the W estern Fire D istrict. 
CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
Section 1. Each of said cbpartm snts shall consist of 
a Chief Engineer, two A ssistant Engineers, and as 
many engines,hoso and hook and lauder companies 
as th e Common Council shall from tim e to tim e es­ 
tablish. The num ber of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed fifty (no); to each hose company thirty (30); 
unless each nose company shall rnn 1,000 feet or 
hose or more, or more than o^e apparatus, or run a 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steam er, 
in which case each company shall be entitled to 
sixty (CO) m em bers; and to each hook and ladder 
company (50). In addition to the number of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of s a i) steam ers shall be entitled to an 
engineer aud fireman, to be appoint- d by the Com­ 
mon Council, on the recom m endation of the chief 
engineer, for such time and at such compensation 
as the Common Council shall prescribe. 
5 2. Au election shall be hew on the fourth Tues­ 
day of March iu each and every year between the 
hours of 2 and 8 o’clock in the atternoon, for the 
election of a chief engineer, two assistant engin­ 
eers, treasurer and secretary of each fire depart­ 
m ent, who shall respectively hold their offices for 
oue year and until tueir successors arc elected and 
confirmed. The city clerk shall give at least eight 
days previous notiee of such election by publishing 
the saute in one or more of tho newspapers printed 
lu said city. At such election the chief engineer 
and forem en of the several com panies shall preside 
and act as inspectors of election, and a majority of 
such Inspectors shall constitute a quorum. Such 
Inspectors shall make return to the Gomruon Coun­ 
cil of said city at their first regular meeting there­ 
after. it shall be the duty of the foremeu of the 
several companies annually, before the first day of 
March, to make a icport in w ritln g to thech let on- 
houee. 
gineers, wherein they shall set forth a list of all the 
We hi* 
members of their respect ive companies, botu ac- 
the 
tive and houora>-y, m good tan d in g . From this 
list the chief e gmetir shall make up a list to be* 
used as a poll list for said auuuat election. A copy 
of such list shall, before ihe second Tuesday of 
March annually, bo furnished by said chief engineers 
to th csev cral companies under their charge. Any 
person entitled to have his nam e on said list, but 
whose name may have been inadverteuily or im­ 
properly omitted from the same, mav have his 
name piacad thereon by m aking application to the 
Common Council on or before the twentieth day of 
March of such year. Such list so prepared by 
the cbiet engineers and corrected by the Common 
Council shad be the pollist. for the annual elec­ 
tion of officers of tho fire dedartments aforesaid 
aud no person whoee name does not appear on said 
list shall berm itted to vote at such election. Iu 
case any one or more of the officers chosen at such 
election shall for cause, fail to be confirmed by 
the Common Council, it shall be the duty of said 
Compton Council to order a new election, and at 
such new election the person or persons thus re­ 
jected shall be ineligible, aud all voles given for 
such person shall be void aud not counted. 
{ 3. it shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several engine, hose, houk aud ladder companies to 
make an annual report in writing to the chief en- 
gineeron or before the first dav of March, wherein 
they shall set forth a list of al! the members of 
their respective companies, honorary aud active, 
tlie num ber of members added to the compauy du­ 
ring the preceding year, the number who have left 
the company by death, resignation or otherwise, 
the standing of tho ac ive members ou the books 
of the company in respect to the payment of du*s 
au cl fines and the possession ot a fireman’s dress, 
and un-abstract and condition of all the property of 
the city entrusted to their care. Such report shall 
also specify the residence of all m em bers; their oc­ 
cupation; the date of their membership ; the mode 
of tneir becoming members, w hether by transior 
or joiuiug as new m em bers; and how such mem­ 
bership term inated. X'o person shall be recogniz­ 
ed by the engineer as a fireman whose name does 
not appear ou such record. 
( t. 
It shad be the duty of the several engineers 
to wear a leather cap, paiutid white with a gilded 
frontispiece, w ith the title of their respective offi­ 
ces t h e r e o an s also to carry with them a speak­ 
ing trumpet, and at night a lantern at pr .innately 
let itred 
í o. The chief engineers shall, in all cases of 
lire, have the sole und absolute control and com­ 
mand over all tiie engines and other persons con­ 
nected with the fire departm ent. It shall be their 
d u tr to direct the oiher engineers to take propor 
measures to arrange the eugines and other appar­ 
atus in tne most advantageous aau n cr, and cause 
the same to be duly worked for the effectual ex tin ­ 
guishm ent of u r c ; aud it shall be the further duty 
ot said engineer once in each and every year and 
as often as the Mayor or Common Council shall di­ 
rect, to examine all the apparatus for the extin­ 
guishm ent of tires, and report the ) esul' of such ex­ 
am ination. It shall also be the duty of said engin­ 
eers to call out the several coiupauies under their 
command for inspection as often as required bv the 
Common Council. 
5 6. In case of the absence of the chief engineers 
at fires or alarms of fire, the engineers next iu rank 
who may be present shall, 'luring such absence, 
have and exercise al] the power aud authority of 
the chief engineers, and shall perform the duties of 
their offices; and when all the engm eersnre absent 
the mayor or alderman of the ward in which the fire 
may be raging, as rx ofiiao engineers, shall peiform 
all the duties. The oiilct-r iu command of the com­ 
pany whtcu first arrives at a tire, shall be the officer 
in command yutil one of the aforesaid officers be 
present. 
5 7. W henever a fire occurs In either of the fire 
districts, for the control of which in the opiuion of 
the engineer in charge of that district It will require 
the assistance of the whole or any part of the lire 
departm ent of the other district, he shall at once 
cause the chief or one of the assistant engineers of 
such adjoining district to be notified of the aid 
needed, and it shall be the duty of ihe officer re­ 
ceiving such notice forthw ith to sound an alarm in 
his dial' ict, and seed such of the com panies and 
apparatu as may be needed ar the fire, the same 
to oe designated by such officer, and it shall be the 
duty of such companies to proceed forthwith upou 
rev iv in g such oruer, aud subject themselves at the 
lire to rhe lawful orders and directions of the en­ 
gineers of the district in which the fire occurs. 
Í 8. It shall tie the duty of tne chief engineers to 
keep or cause to be kept lair and exact roils of the 
respeetivecom panies, specifying the name, badge, 
number, occupation, residence, admission and dis­ 
charge of eacu rnemoer of tlm depaitm eut iu books 
to be kept for such purpose. 
5 11. 4 h i chief engineers shall hare power to 
immediately suspend any officer or member ot the 
tiro d puftm eui while they shall be on uutv at firc3 
or ottie wise within their distr ct, for disoüeUlence 
of orders, incapacity, intoxication, disorderly cou- 
duci, Insubordination or neglect of duty ; but in 
case he shall thus suspend any officer or member, 
lie shall report, the fucts In wr ting to tho Mayor 
forw itn, who shall lay the sam e before the Common 
Council ut their next regular meeiiug, and they 
shall thereupon a: such meeting, or at such other 
timo as they may appoint, proceed to hear and de­ 
term ine the m atter, aud shall either restore such 
officer or member, or ex; et, suspend or reprimand 
him. Any officer or member so suspended or ex ­ 
pelled may be reinstated only by the Common 
Council. 
COMPANY OFFICERS. 
Section l. Each company now organized, or to 
be hereafter organized, shall be under the com ­ 
mand of a foreman, and first and second assistant 
forem an, who, together with such other officers as 
the respective companies may prescribe in their 
several by-laws, Including their representative, 
shali be elected annually at such t mes as the by­ 
laws of the several companies shall prescribe. 
5 2. It shall be the duty of the foreman of the 
company to preserve order at all times and require 
aud enforce a com pliance with the ordinances and 
orders and the rules and regulations of the depart­ 
m ent and the orders of the engineer. He shall aiso 
see that the apparatus com m itted to his care is kept 
m order aud ready for im mediate use, and the 
buildlDgs in which the same a^e deposited are kept 
clean, and iu case of 'any damage iu or about such 
building or to such apparatus, to report the same 
forthw ith to the chief engineer. 
5 3. 
He shall keep or cause to be kept fair and 
exact rolls of the company under his charge, and 
such other records as Hereinbefore provided. 
5 4. In tiie absence of the foretnau, the officer of 
the company next in command present shall oer- 
form ah the duties required of the foreman, and 
shall be obeyed in like m anner by the members uu- 
d er like penalties. 
5 5, It shall be the duty of the officers and mem­ 
bers of the several companies at au alarm of fire 
to repair to their respective houses and convey 
thetr apparatus to the place of conflagration in as 
speedy a m anner as possible under the direction of 
tue officer in charge. A fter arriviug at or near the 
tire such officer snail report to the engineer pres­ 
ent, whose dutv it shall be to assign said company 
a position, with such instructions as lie shall deem 
proper for the effectual extinguishm ent of such 
tire.

MEMBERSHIP. 


S e c t io n I. Tiie several lire com panies shall re­ 
spectively nominate iheirow n officers and members 
and shall immediately upon such nomination re­ 
port the same to the chief engineer of their respec­ 
tive districts for approval; and in case such nom­ 
ination shall be confirmed by the Common Council, 
the Mayor shall issue to such officer or mem ber a 
certificate of appointm ent, under the corporate 
seal of the city, which certificate shall entitle such 
officer or member to all tho im m unities and privi­ 
leges of a fireman, subject to these ordinances aud 
the by-laws of tho company of which he shall be a 
member. 
} 2. Every person adm itted Into the departm ent 
shall aiso immediately furnish himself with a fire­ 
m an’s uniform tn conform ity with that worn by the 
company to whioti be shall belong, and sháll be and 
rem ain a member of tho company named in his ap­ 
plication until he shall be transferred to another 
company, ordiseliarged or expelled; and no mem­ 
ber shan be so transierred except by the consent 
of the company iu winch he is enrolled, and tiie 
Common Council. 
5 3. No person under tho age of eighteen rears 
shall be granted a' certificate of appointment in any 
of the companies of the departm ent. 
v 4. Any officer or m ctuoer of the fire depart­ 
m ent who shall rem ove from the city perm anently, 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him 
to the Common Council, when his name shall be 
stricken from ihe roll. 
5 5. Every member who has served for five years 
in the fire deparim ent, shall be entitled to a dis­ 
charge certificate, under the corporate seal, signed 
by the Mayor, clerk of ihe Common Council aud the 
chief engineer. 
5 it. Any member of tho fire departm ent or other 
person who shall intentionally raise a false alarm 
of tire or set fire to any m aterial for such purpose 
or who shall wautouly or malWlously injure any 
property belonging to or provided for the depart­ 
ment, shall be punished by a fine not excoedlug 
$25, to be sued for and recovered by the city for its 
use. 
5 7. The chief engineers, with the consont of the 
Common C uneil, utay g ran t perm its in w riting 
for any company to go oa excursions for sucn 
length of tim e as they may direct ; and no com pa­ 
ny shall go beyond the city litnlrs in cases of fire, 
«xoept by orders of the engineer in charge. 
§ s. The houses occupied by the several compa­ 
nies shall be for the usi af the members only ; and 
no cards, dice or other uevlces used lor gam bling, 
shall be brought into or suffered to rem ain in any 
building used oy any company lu the departm ent, 
nor shall spirituous liquors be used therein. The 
foreman aud assistant foremen shall be held strict­ 
ly accountable lor any violation of this section. 
§ 9. Tne penalties m entioned herein mav be 
sued for by the Comn’on Council, and when receiv­ 
ed be paid to the city trcam ier.
